WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Congressman Hitt, ex- 
chairman of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, introduced two resolutions 
bearing on the Hawaiian policy of the 
government, the first calling for the 
papers in the case, and the second as 
follows: 

“It is the sense of the House that the 
intervention by the government of the 
United States, its representatives or 
armed forces in the affairs of a friendly, 
recognized government, to disturb or 
overthow it and substitute a monachy 
therefore is contrary to the policy and 
traditions of the republic and spirit of 
the Constitution,” 

In the Senate, this afternoon, when 
Senator Hoar’s Hawaiian resolution 
wags taken up, Senator Hill created a 


sensation by making, perhaps, the 
strongest speech of his Senatorial | 
career. Tle challenged the right of the 


President to use military force to re- 
store the Hawaiian Queen. 

“There are three co-ordinate branches 
of this government,” said he, ‘‘and this 
authority is not vested in the President 
alone.’ The contemplated action of the 
President, he declared, would be an 
usurption of the rights of Congress. 
He was attentively listened to through- 
out, and the galleries were rapidly filled 


through 
the Capitol. At 3:35 p.m. he finished 
and was followed 1 by Senator Sherman, 
who -also challenged the correctness of , 
the President’s pusition.

THE STRIKE OFF. 

BETHLEHEM (Pa.,) Dec. 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.) As a result of the 
conference between the officers of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad and the boards 
of arbitration of the States of New 
York and New Jersey and the chiefs 
of the local and national labor organiza- 
tions which participated in the great 
strike on that road, the.strike was de- 
clared off early this morning. 

The road agrees to re-employ the 
strikers, without prejudice and without 
regard to their membership in labor 
organizations, so far as places can be 
found for them; to so divide the work 
among them as to make their employ- 
ment remunerative; to listen to com- 
plaints from grievance committees, and 
to give the old employees preference 
in hiring additional men and in pro- 
moting the men already in service. 

STRIKERS PLEASED. 

JERSEY CITY (N. J..) Dec. 6.— 
(Py the As&sociated Press.) The em- 
ployees of the Lehigh road received 
the news of the ending of the strike 
with much pleasure, and a number 
have already gone back to work. 

THE RATE CONFERENCE. 

ST. PAUL, Dec. 6.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) General Passenge Agent 
Lomax, of the Union Pacific road, ar- 
rived here this morning. The confer- 
ence for maintaining transcontinental 
rates will be called to order this after- 


noon. 
AFTER THE. FAIR. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) It is the belief here that 
there is no possible chance of adjust- 
ing transcontinental rate troubles un- 
til after the close of the California 
Midwinter Fair. The Canadian Pacific 
has not gone into the conference, and 
for some weeks to come will not. With 
the Canadian Pacific out, the restora- 
tion of rates is hardly possible. 


MINERS IN SESSION. 


Gov. Waite Will Call an Extra Session of the 
Legislature. 

SALIDA (Colo.,y Dec. 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Gov. Waite called his 
Miner’s Convention to order this after- 
noon. There were twenty delegates 
present, a majority of whom is said to 
be opposed to calling an extra session 
of the Legislature to legislate on the 
silver question. 

J. McMichael of the Union Pacific 
was made temporary chairman; J. W. 
Swisher of the Denver and Rio Grande 
was made secretary. Committees on 
Credentials and Order of Business were 
appointed, after which a recess was 
taken. 

Gov. Waite delivered an address of 
9000 words. He conceded the exclusive 
right of Congress to coin money, but 
claimed that that right was neglected, 
and therefore reverted back to the 
States. An extra session of the Leg- 
islature should take action to compel 
adjudication by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

By a vote of 10 to 8 the convention 
decided in favor of an extra session. 
The Governor announced that he would 
call the session early in January. 

TO KIDNAP HIM. 

DENVER, Dec. 6.—Before starting 
for Salida to attend the Miners’ Con- 
vention, Gov. Waite received a letter 
warning him that employees at the 
penitentiary and other residents... of 
Canyon City were plotting to kidnap 
him from the train at some small sta- 
tion and spirit him away to the moun- 
tains. The Governor made his journey 
safely, but it is possible an attempt 
may be made to carry out the plot on 
his return trip. 

The feeling against the governor in 
that section is very bitter, especially 
among the prison employees on account 
of his attempt to remove Warden Mc- 
Lister. 


AN EMBEZZLER’S END. 


Axworthy, Defauiting City Treasurer of 
...€leveland Dies in Exile. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 6—(By the As-| 


sociated Press.) Thomas Axworthy, 


the defaulting treasurer of this city, | 


died at Hamilton, Ont., today of 
Bright’s disease. Axworthy left Cleve- 
land in September, 1888, going to New 
York. as he said, to pay interest on 
city bors. He carried with him a 
satchel full of-money. When he failed 
to return it was discovered that he was 
a defaulter to the extent of over $600,- 
000 


He was traced to England, and, in 
London, the attorneys of his bondsmen 
forced a settlement by the terms of 
which all his property and real estate 
in this city were turned over. Then he 
returned to Canada, where he has since 
resided.. His .bondsmen made a final 
settlement last summer. 

Axworthy was one of the most popu- 
lar men in Cleveland before his down- 
fall. He was a leader of the Democ- 
racy, was three times elected to the 
City Treasuryship by big majorities, 
largely by the votes of Republicans. 
Investigation showed that he began his

term,

CLINATE AND POPULATION. 


Some of the Northern California 
papers appear to think that the Los 
Angeles Board of Health has been mis- 
representing the population of the city. 
Those papers do not seem to under- 
stand that the people down here are 
not in the habit of dying so fre- 
quently as they do in the North. Those 
who die are, as a rule, imported cases, 
who have acquired the bad habit back 
Fast. Of course, up in Sacramento, 
we all know that people are in the 
habit of dying early and often, and 
‘this makes it pretty hard for the cities 
around there to keep their population 
up to the high-water mark. -As an 
instance of how things work here, it 
may be mentioned that a physician of 
an orphan asylum, who has had an 
average of nearly four hundred chil- 
-dren under his charge during the past 
five years, most of them under 5 years 
of age, reports only three deaths dur- 
ing that period, and these were either 
from accident or from diseases con- 
tracted elsewhere. Under such cir- 
cumstances, it is no wonder that our 
poulation continues to swell at a rate 
which excites the envy of our brethern 
in Central and Northern California, In 
estimating the population of Los An- 
geles at sixty-five thousand, the Board 
of Health is auite within the bounds 
of moderation. It may do very well to 
stick-to the figures of the last census 
in cities which make little or no prog- 
ress, or even retrograde, but that 
would be an absurd rule to apply to 
a city which is increasing its popula- 
tion at such a rapid rate. Sacramento, 
go to!—go and get some more popu- 
lation in the legimate way! 


DEADLY DRUGS. 


The newspaper reader must have no- 
ticed that not only are shocking crimes 
distressingly prevalent, but that the 
number of wholesale butcheries which 
‘are reported is much greater, than it 
used to be. It is almost a daily occur- 
rence to read of cases where a man 
kills, or attempts to kill, his entire 
family, and then commit suicide. Two 
such occurrences took place in Penn- 
sylvania on Monday, in one of which a 
mechanic deliberately shot two of his 
young children, tried to kill the two 
others and then put a bullet through 
his own brain. In this case the man 
was under the influence of morphine, 
and this brings us to a consideration 
of the fact that the use of that deadly 
drug has become alarmingly prevalent 
of late. The victim of the morphine 
habit is as common an object nowa- 
days in our large cities as drunkards 
used to be, and it is a well-known fact 
that a large. properiion of the habitual 
frequeters of our Jails, both male and 
female, are addicted to the use of the 
drug. While medical science has done 
much that we should be thankful for, 
in the way of relieving pain, it has also 
been the means of adding to the woes 
of. suffering humanity several degrad- 
ing habits which, once formed, are sel- 
dom shaken’ &bd foremost among 
these is the. morphine habit. Doctors 
should ‘exercise great care in prescrib- 
ing morphine those who have not 
f yet used it, and meantime it would 
be well if more restrictions were placed 
around the selling of a drug which has 
such dangerous effects. 


While the people of this country are 
talking about laying a cable across the 
Pacific, Canada and Australia are tak- 
ing steps to construct one. Four differ- 
ent routes’ have been proposed, all of 
which have Vancouver as the Canadian 
terminus. The length of the shortest 
route, including branches, will be 6246 
‘nautical-miles, and the cost is expected 
Lo. be ‘about $6,500,000. There ought to 
be sufficient capital and enterprise in 
California to lay a cable across the 
Pacific Ocean and thus form the miss- 
ing link in the electric girdle around 
the world. The inconvenience of not 
having such a cable has been very 
clearly shown during the past few 
months, and in case of any trouble be- 
tween the United States and other 
countries in Chinese and Japanese 
waters, we should find it still more in- 
convenient to have to send all our mes- 
sages by way of Asia and Europe,

EARNINGS OF MARRIED WOMEN 


Sometimes Cut Quite a Figure in the Do- 
mestic Menave. 

A married woman is not usually sup- 
posed to contribute directly to the fam- 
ily purse, says the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser, her time and strength 
being sufficiently taxed when she keeps 
house, manages children and servants, 
and administers carefully the domestic 
affairs which lie within her province. 
That the husband shall provide the 
means and the wife attend to their 
Outlay, saving and economizing as 
thriftily as she can, is the ordinary ar- 
rangement sanctioned by custom .and 
agreeable to our ideas of justness and 
a fair division of labor. It is not quite 
usual, however, for married women to 
supplement the income of the family 
by the exercise of some.gift or accom- 
plishment. They write, or teach, or 
lecture, or paint pictures; they em- 
broider, or make pickles and pre- 
serves. With a delightful feeling of in- 
dependence and the most generous and 
tender unselfishness, wives who earn 
money by some effort of this kind 
spend it for family uses. It goes to 
pay school bills and purchase shoes. 
Wherever there is a deficiency the sup- 
pvlementary earnings of the wife fit in 
so easily and in so timely a manner 
that both husband and wife count on 
this added income as if it were in the 
anticipated order of things. Often a 
style of Hving rather more expensive 
than would be practicable on the -hus- 
band’s salary or on the profits from 
his business is adopted because of the 
wife’s earnings; a larger rent is under- 
taken or the living of the family is on 
a broader scale. It is not usual for a 
wife to hoard or invest her earnings 
separately; they go into the common 


or for the benefit of the children. 
“When Will gets into a tight place,”’ 
was the remark made by a woman 
who wields a ready pen, “I sit’ down

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ENDED IN A NON-SUIT 


Decision in the Crystal 
Springs Case. 


Technically in Favor of the 
Water Company, 


But Really a Great Victory for 
the City. 


The Right of the Municipality to the Waters 
of the River Affirmed—Judge 
Van Dyke's Interesting 
Opinion. 


The trial of the suit instituted by the 
City of Los Angeles against the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, 
which has been pending in Department 
Four for the past eight days, was con- 
tuded yesterday morning, Judge Van 
Oyke granting the metion of the de- 
fendant for a judgment of non-suit. 

Although, technically speaking, the 
city lost its case, as a matter of fact 
the result of the suit was, eminently 
satisfactory to the municipal corpora- 
tion in every way. The suit was 
brought to enjoin the defendant from 
appropriating 1000 inches of water, to 
which the city claimed title, and to 
recover damages for past appropria- 
tions; but in addition io this there was 
another object which the city had in 
view. It was that of preventing the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany from obtaining adverse possession 
of the water in controversy, and this 
result was attained. 

In rendering his decision upon the 
motion for non-suit, Judge Van Dyke 
delivered the following interesting opin- 
ion: 

THE OPINION. 

On this motion for a non-suit, a great 
many questions have been presented 
and very ably argued, both by counsel 
on behalf of the defense, and by the 
City Attorney in resisting it. The lat- 
ter officer, I feel bound to say, has 
manifested a great deal of zeal and in- 
dustry in presenting the case on be- 
half of the city. It may be necessary 
and proper for the court to notice these 
various matters thus presented, in or- 
der that misapprehension in reference 
to the views of the court may not arise. 

In the early history of this State the 
tribunals were called upon to consider 
the character, rights and privileges of 
the Spanish pueblos. In the scheme of 
colonization the pueblos occupied a very 
prominent and conspicuous place, as 
will appear from the laws and regula- 
tions of Spain on the subject. It was 
the policy of Spain, as indicated in 
these laws and regulations, to induce 
the settlers to congregate in communi- 
ties, the better for their own protection 
as well as to encourage the growth of 
and farming products.

to this communal or municipal right of 
the pueblo. It was held in these early 
cases. and it has been uniformly so 
considered, that as to the lands they 
were held in trust by the pueblos, a 
public trust, subject to the regulation 
vf the government, and that after the 
change of flag, and after the organiza- 
tion of this State, these public trusts 
were subject to the regulation of the 
State Legislature.. My opinion is that 
the same may be said of the right to 
the water. A great deal has been said 
here in reference to the nature of that: 
right. whether it be ownership of the 
corpus of the water, or merely the 
right to use what may be necessary. 
I am of the opiniog that the right to 
the use and control of water for 
the pueblo is the same as thé right 
over the land within the pueblo, and 
the Spanish laws and regulations show 
that this right to the use and control 
of the water reached outside of the lim- 
its of the pueblo, in so far as it was 
necessary to control the use of the 
water within. and for the benefit of 
the inhabitants of the pueblo. That 
right, I think, is a perpetual easement, 
as one might say, in the nature of a 
right in trust in. the pueblo to tae 
control and use of .all the water, sub- 
ject to the sovereign power of the 
State in like manner, as in the case of 
the pueblo lands; and I am borne out 
in this view of the case by the legisla- 
tion of this State, in reference to this 
city, and the control by the same of the 
waters of the Los Angeles River. It 
has been intimated that this right held 
by the ancient pueblo, could only ex- 
tend to the use of’ so much water as 
was necessary for it when founded. I 
think this is entirely erroneous. This 
puieblo was founded’ by a few families 


being brought here for that purpose. 


It would be folly to suppose that the 
Spaniards, who founded this town, did 
not contemplate that there would be 
more of a population than when inaug- 
urated. In their. wildest dreams they 
may not have contemplated such a city 
as we see here today, but they evi- 
dently contemplated that it would grow 
and prosper, and consequently increase 
in population, and that the demand for 
the use of the water would correspond- 
ingly increase. The right, therefore, to 
the use of the water in the river was 
co-extensive with the wants of the 
prospective town or city. In other 
words, the wants of the town then and 
thereafter were considered first and par- 
amount. as far as the water of the 
river was concerned. 

And what do we understand by the 
waters of the rivers? After we have 
arrived at the conclusion that the town, 
and its successor, the city, possesses 
the right to the use of the waters of 


the river paramount to others, what. 


then is meant by waters of the river? 
A great deal has been said here in 
reference to percolating waters, and a 
great deal of law has been submitted 
in reference to percolating water. This 
question was before this department 
of the court not long ago since in 
another case. I had occasion then to 
consider the matter pretty thoroughly 
and arrived at a conclusion that I have 
seen no occasion to change. The cir- 
cumstances under which we find the 
rivers in Southern California, in fact 
it may be said the same in reference to 
all the arid.region of the United States, 
is somewhat different from the rivers 
east of the Mississippi River and in 
Europe, where they are generally 
Streams flowing in well-defined channels 
and supported by a bed or bottom that 
will hold the water, so that the water 
is above the surface of the earth with- 
in the banks of the river. In the arid 
portion of California and the Territories 
the rivers have their feeders in the 
high mountains and in time of storms 
which are semi-tropic in their char- 
acter, the water for short periods tears 
down the sides of the mountains, grind- 
ing and pulverizing even the granite into 
gravel and sand which, carried down 
with the water, makes beds for these 
Streams, in some instances fiftyand a 
hundred feet in depth, so that after the 
violence of the storm subsides, in many 
cases the rivers and streams, or the 
waters in them, disappear from the 
surface and are carried beneath through 
this sediment of sand and gravel. Now, 
is this water that flows beneath the sur- 
face in these channels filled up with this 
debris any less the waters of the river? 
It seems to me they are not. Our rivers 
in that respect might be likened to a 
large flume with depressions and rises 
in its bottoms, corresponding to the 
inequalities as to sand and bed-rock 
bottom over which these natural rivers 
flow. Suppose then we take that flume 
and fill it with gravel or sand and put 
through the flume only sufficient water 
to fill that body of sand and gravel; it 
runs down within the flume through 
that sand and gravel and in the hol- 
lows or depressions of the flume it sinks 
deeper and then rises to pass over the 
ridges or riffles in the bottom of the 
flume, bringing it up nearer the sur- 
face, the same .as we witness in many 
of our streams. Yet, in both cases, it 
is the same body of water flowing 
down through the sand or above the 
sand. Now, is it not a diversion of the 
river to take the water from that sand 
in the bed of the river, although it may 
not be taken from the flow on the sur- 
face? My opinion is that it is, and I 
so held in the case already referred 
to—that that water belongs’ -to 
the river just as much as if the sand 
had all been cleaned out and the water 
allowed to appear above the surface. 
Otherwise, we have a very slender 
right of property in. waters in these 


arid regions, because we all know that 


the greater body of the waters very 
frequently runs beneath the surface 
within the channel of these rivers, and 
if the water could be tapped beneath 
the surface, and all drained out up to 
the surface, in many cases it would 
take all the water which flows down 
the streams. I think, threfore, that 
that class of percolation or moving 
water within the channel in the bed of 
the river must be withdrawn from 
what is considered percolating water 
in the sense that you find it in the 
books. I think that what is meant 
by percolating water as you find it 
in the books and decisions is the water 
that percolates or trickles through the 
natural soil of the hill that has not 
been deposited in the way of a river 
bed; but I think after the water perco- 
lates through this natural soil and 
gets to a stream and follows down that 
stream, either on top of the sand or 
beneath the sand, that it is then all 
a part of the stream. 

We come now directly to the action. 
It is brought for the purpose of re- 
Straining the continuance of an al- 
leged trespass or wrongful taking of 
the water by the defendant alleged to 
belong to the plaintiff. It is not in the 
nature of an action to quiet title in 
which the title of plaintiff is alleged, 
and also an allegation that defendant 
claims some adverse title, but it is 
Stated that the defendant has no right 
to take the water, yet does take the 
water wrongfully. 

The city contracted with certain 
parties in 1863 to distribute the water 
through the city, instead of doing that 
work itself. Those parteis then orga- 
nized a company and assigned this 
contract to that company, the City 
Water Company, and that company 
continued on under the contract for tak- 
ing and distributing the water that 
the city as successor of the pueblo 
might have done. That contract or 
lease has been recognized by the Legis- 
lature, however, as being proper. The 
city, therefore, does this work through 
these parties or company by this con- 
tract. Some years after, in 1886, the 
stockholders in the City Water Com- 
pany, organized a@ new company called 
the Crystal Springs Company, or this 
defendant, taking stock in it in the same 
proportionas they had in the other, 
and selling certain lands and rights-of- 
way to that company, the defendant, 
and that company has put down ‘pipes 
on that land through which water is 
now taken. Why was this new com- 
pany organized? We Have had some 
brilliant examples of corporation jug- 
glery, as it might be termed, in this 
State, and perhaps the city authorities 
suspected that there might be some- 
thing in that line in the organization 
of this new company; that it was de- 
signed by this new company to perfect 
a system of its own, which, after the 
expiration of the lease which had been 
assigned to the City Water Company, 
could be set up in hostility to the rights 
of the c'ty. The City Attorney has 
evidently imbibed that suspicion on 
the part of the other city officials, and 
has displayed a great deal of skill and 
ability on behalf of the city to try and 
head off any injury that might result 
to the city from that fact; but, inas- 
much as the direct issue made on the 
vart of the defendant is that it does 
not take the water from the Los An- 
geles River, and inasmuch as the testi- 
mony already in shows, without con- 
flict, that the defendant corporation 
does not take the water, how can this 
action be maintained? This action al- 
leges a wrong and a trespass in the 
taking of the city’s water, and asks 
that the continuation of that wrongful 
trespass may be restrained. The an- 
swer is that the defendant does not 
commit the wrong, is not committing 
the wrong, and the testimony without 
conflict supports ‘its contention. The 
court does not agree, however, with the 
City Attorney, in the view that any 
right can accrue on the part of the de- 
fendant, or that any act by it can 
ripen into a right*adversely to the city. 
As already said, I am of the opinion 
that this right to the use of the water 
is a trust richt on the part of the city 
against which the statute of limita- 
tions cannot run any more than it can 
to the use of the streets or plazas. It 
is a right inherent in the old nueblo, 
continued down and perpetuated in the

The City Attorney asks the court to 
allow this case to go to the jury, be- 
cause many days have been occupied 
in the trial so far, and much labor and 
expense on the part of the city; but a 
case ought not to be submitted to the 
jury when the court could not enforce 
a verdict that might be given. Sup- 
pose the jury should find that this 
water taken in these pipes is taken 
from the river, the court might agree 
with them in that finding, that. the

through these pipes is taken from the 
river? From the testimony already in- 
troduced, Tam of the opirion that that 
is the case within the definition of a 
river that I have already given, but 


-the defendant does not take the water. 


but the City Water Company does,’and 
the action is not against the City 
Water Comrany. That comnvanv not 
only takes that water, but distributes 
it under its contract. No action of it 
can rinen into a rieht in favor of the 
City Water Company arainst the city, 
nor can it use another company, either 
as a side company or parasite, so as to 
create an right adverse to the city at the 
expiration of its lease. But an injune- 
tion cannot properly be granted, under 
the facts of the case, consequently it 
would be idle to submit the case to the 
jury. The court feels bound to grant 
‘Ha motion for a non-suit, and it will 
be so ordered.

filled up for the office use of the Horti- 
cultural Commissioner, and the Asso- 
ciate1 Charities. 

The monthly reports of the following 
officials for November last were re- 
ceived and filed: That of Sheriff Cline, 
showing the receipts of his office to 
have been $1374.52; disbursements, 
$847.60: balance paid into county treas- 
ury, $526.92. 

That of County Treasurer Fleming: 
Receipts, $124,192.07; funds on hand, 
$192,178.69; due from J. de Barth Shorb,’ 
$22.910. 

That of the County Auditor, District 
Attorney and. Chairman Cook of the 
Board of Supervisors, confirming the 
Treasurer's report. 

That of the County Recorder, showin 
the receipts of $2702.10. . 

That of the County License Collector 
showing the collection of $1048.86. 

That of the manager of the Free La- 
bor Bureau. for the week ending De- 
cember 2, showing that seventy-two ap- 
plications had been received, and forty- 
one situations secured.

Judge B. N. Smith yesterday morn- 
ing sustained the demurrer to the in- 
formation in the case against George 
Craig, charged with forgery, thereby 
practically deciding that it is not a 
crime to forge a signature to a pass, 
such as is ordinarily issued by railroad 
and steamship companies. ; 

Upon motion of the District Attorney 
the éase against Craig was thereupon 
dismissed, and the defendant dis- 


charged. 

The court, in rendering its decision, 
handed down the following written 
opinion. in which the reasons for sus- 
taining the demurrer are set forth: 

‘This is a demurrer to an information 
charging defendant with forging the 
following instrument: Wilmington 
Transportation Company ticket. Con- 
tinuous. For Herman Gerson and lady, 
from San Pedro to Catalina. Account 
Void after September 30, 1893. 
Subiect to conditions on reverse side. 
Does not include meals and stateroom 
accomodations. Continuous. 

“HANCOCK BANNING. 

The party for whom this ticket is is- 
sued must affix signature (per blank) 
in ink before presenting it for passage. 
The purser will not recognize this ticket 
until so signed."’ 

On the back of the ticket was the 
following: ‘‘Wilmington Transporta- 
tion Company. Trip ticket. This ticket 
is issued by the above company and ac- 
cepted by the person herein named, on 
the conditions hereinafter set forth. 
The person who accepts this ticket 
hereby assumes all risk of accidents, 
and in consideration of its receipt, ex- 
pressly agrees that the above-named 
company shall not be liable under any 
circumstances, whether by negligence, 
criminal or otherwise, of its agents or 
others, for any injury to the persons, 
or for loss or injury to property while 
using this ticket, and that as to such 
person the above company shall not 
be considered as common carrier, or 
liable as such. Not transferable. This 
ticket is not transferable, and if pre- 
sented by any other person than the 
party issued for, the purser will take 
it up and collect full steam rates. |! 
hereby agree that this ticket is subject 
to the above conditions. ze 

“(Sign in ink.) 

Defendant’s contention is that it Is 
not a suable instrument, and therefore 
not forgable: that it contains a contrac: 
against public policy, and is void, citing 
section 1668 of the Civil Code, whet 
provides: 
for their object, directly or indirectly. 
to exempt any one from responsibility 
for his own fraud. or wilful injury t 
the person or property of another, 01 
violation of law. whether wilful o1 
negligent, are against the policy of the 
law.”’ 

The conditions. or that part of thc 
contract on the back of the @¢icket, i: 
clearly’ within the above section, and 
therefore void. But it is replied by 
counsel for the prosecution that th< 
contract on the face of the ticket, 9@n« 
that on its back, are separable, and thc 
former enforcible. 

Section 1608 of the Civil Code ha: 
epitomized the law on that much-de- 
bated proposition as follows: “If any 
part of a single consideration, for ont 
or more objects, or of several considera 
tions for a single object, is unlawful 
the entire contract is void.”’ 

Tested by this rule, how does this 
ticket stand? On the part of th 
holder of the ticket the consideratior 
was money (if it is not a pass,) and 
the agreement to release the compan) 
from the liabilities named on the back 
of the ticket. all for one object, a pas- 
sage from San Pedro to Catalina; hence 
by the section quoted, it is void. 

The ticket expressly provides that 
unless the conditions on the back ar« 
signed. it will not be honored, so that 
it must be construed as one and in. 
divisable, and its containing provision: 
contrary to and against public policy 
the whole instrument is tainted, and 
no suit could be maintained thereon, 
hence it cannot be the subject ot 
forgery. 


Court Notes. 

Upon motion of the District Attor-

HE WAS SHORT. 


Additional Light on the Munro 
Suicide. 


Former Assertions Notwithstanding the In- 
surance Agent Was Behind in His Re- 
mittances to the Amount of 


$1500—Late Developements. 


When the inquest was held on the 
body of D. Munro, the suicide, Sunday 
evening, it was positievly stated that 
the dead Insurance agent was not short 
in his accounts, but, on the contrary, 
that he had paid the several companies 
which he represented, every cent due 
them, which statement was also made 
by Mr. Matthews, the general agent 
of the Guardian, Munro's principal 
company. With this statement of 
supposed facts in view, it was difficult 
to find sufficient motive for the suicide, 
and ali sorts of rumors and_stories 
were set afloat, assigning other causes 
for the act. 

It was stated yesterday in direct con- 
tradiction of the former assertion, and 
by one in a position to know of the 
situation, that, at the time of his death, 
Munro was in arrears with his re- 
mittances to the amount of $1500, and 
that sum has only been made good by 
recourse to the fidelity company. which 
had gone on Munro’s bond. This reve- 
lation explains a many knotty 
points, although just why the mis- 
leading statements made by the ac- 
eredited agent of the company sent 
here to investigate the matter, were 
so firmly adhered to, is not explained.

_ Escapade. 


‘Deserts His Wife and Skips to 
Mexico. 


He’ Takes Mrs. M. S. Clerey as a 
Companion. 


Supposed to Be in Ensenada Lecturing on 
Spiritualism—The Story of His 
Career in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 


“Twenty dollars reward—Stolen, from 
George Prentz,. No. 826 South Main 
street, on October 20, a dark-brown 
horse and one physician’s phaeton, with 
harness. Taken by an American who 
gave his name as Critty, about 55 
years of age, slightly over 5 fect tall, 
and weighing about 145 or 150 pounds.” 

But few people, perhaps, would rec- 
ognize in the description given in the 
above card, which was sent to the au- 
thorities throughout Southern Call- 
fornia about two months ago, the like- 
ness of a character -familiar in these 
parts, for the name is misleading, and 
the circumstances seemingly unlikely. 

The man wanted was B. A. Stephens, 
known to local fame as the author of a 
pamphlet on “The Immortality of the 
Soul,” a so-called leader in the late 
proposed Lower California filibustering 
expedition, a ward politician on a amall 
scale, a State division shrieker, and a 
general ali-round fakir. 

He deliberately deserted his wife and 
family, “‘hired’’ the buggy mentioned 
above, and, in company with a woman 
named Mrs. M. S. 
the coast and escaped into Mexican 
territory, where it is understood he 
now is with -his companion, lecturing 
on spiritualism, oblivious to the fact 
that should he again step across the 
line that officers of the law would be 
ready to welcome and escort him to 
the silent confines of some convenient 
jail, where he could have many months 
in which to meditate upon his misdeeds 
and cherish the heavenly thoughts ap- 
parently so natural to him. 

The story of Stephens’s devious 
career in Southern California, ia not 
marked with any degree of brilliancy, 
but it is colored with a number of 
acts so questionable as not to bear the 
scrutiny of too strong a light of in- 
vestigation. He has figured in a num- 
ber of affairs hardly deserving of com- 
mendation, and this last act, wholly 
in keeping with his former dotngs, is 
the crowning one, which brands him 
as a public criminal and a fugitive 
from justice. He was as designing as 
he was audacious, but never seemed 
to possess a sufficient amount of cun- 
ning to enable him to carry to a suc- 
cessful termination his nefarious 
schemes. * Wher the filibuatering ex- 
pedition in relation to the Territory of 
Lower California, was planned several 
years ago, which created so much com- 
ment at the time, Stephens was one 
of the prime movers in it. He was 
deep in the project, and it is said that, 
before the final details were perfected, 
he betrayed his fellow-filibusters 
for a petty consideration, and so de- 
feated the movement. He is the same, 
who during the Irrigation Congress, 
held in this city, excited the contempt 


fering a series of inappropriate reso- 
lutions on State division, 
hissed off the floor. 

On the day of October 20 he went to 
the stable of Mr. Prents, where he was 
not known, and hired a horse and 
buggy, stating to the proprietor that 
his name was Critty. He then took in 
with him the woman, Mrs, Clerey, and 
started off for San Diego, The stable- 
man soon realized that his horse had 
been stolen, or appropriated, by the 
man, and notified the officers, when the 
card quoted was sent out in hopes that 
the thief might be apprehended. 

Stephens had a good start, however, 
reaching San Diego in advance of the 
notice to arrest him, and after leaving 
the horse in a stable there, hurried 
across the line into Mexico. : 

The queer part of the matter is that 
Harry W. Oversheimer, a brother-in- 
law of Stephens, was the man who no- 
tified the liveryman where his rig could 
be found, and it is belleved that he 
collected the reward offered. Over- 
sheimer lives at No, 928 Front street, 
San Diego. 

Mrs. Stephens, the deserted wife, re- 
fused to file a complaint against her 
recreant husband for divorce, disliking 
to bring herself and children into pub- 
licity, and she is now at home with her 
parents at San Diego. 

It is not known just where Stephens 
is at present, further than that he is 
on Mexican ground. It is supposed, 
however, that he is stopping at Ense- 
nada with the woman with whom he 
left this city, where they are both 
posing as martyrs to the cause, and 
exemplary characters, 

If B. A. Stephens ever returns to 
this city, it will undoubtedly be in the 
custody of an officer, ‘

Claim That They Were Agents for Mr. Teut- 
schel at the Time They Opened His 
Letter-- The Argument 
Begun. 


Henry G. and H. J. Stanley, father 
und son, were on trial yesterday in the 
United States District Court, charged 
with opening a certain letter contain- 
ing a draft, addressed to A. S. Teut- 
schel, during the latter part of August 
last. 


The alleged facts upon which the ; 
complaint was founded, were that the | 


letter in question arrived at the office 
of the Stanleys on South Broadway on 
or about the 22d of August. 
promptly opened and the draft taken 
oul and carried by the young man to 
the County Bank, and there offered for 
payment. 

A clerk in the employ of the bank 
named testified that H. J. Stanley en- 
tered the bank on the date named and 
handed in the draft, which was re- 
turned to hii, as it had not been prop- 
erly indorsed by Teutschel. The draft 
was afterwards paid when the proper 
signature was affixed to it. 


The case for the government was 
closed at 3 o'clock, and Mr. Collins 
arose to outline to the jury what he 


expected to prove in defense. He said 
that he would put witnesses on the 
stand to show that old man Teutschel 
called at the office of the Stanleys on 
August 17 and wanted them to find for 
him some light business that could be 
purchased at a reasonable price; that 
H. J. Stanley took him over tu East 
Los Angeles. where there was u small 
bakery and lunch-counter for sale for 
$500; that Mr. Teutschel was 
with the offer, and stated that his 
money Was all in the Eureka Bank, and 


asked Mr. Stanley to telegraph for a 
draft; that this was done by the 


younger Stanley, and on the following 
day a message was received, in reply 
to the effect that the money had been 
sent: that Teutschel authorized Mr. 
Stanley, Sr.,; to look after the collection 
of the money when it arrived, and that 
it was only in pursuance of such in- 
structions that the letter was opened. 

In other words, it was desired to 
prove that the Stanleys were agents of 
Mr. Teutschel, and had the power to 
do what they did.

An Important Ruling by 
Judge Ross 


In the Case Against A. D. 
Andrews. 


Demurrer Offered Will Not 
Stand. 


Why the 


«One Point Wherein the Court Differs With 
Judge Morrow—When and Under What 
Circumstamaces Prosecation 
May Proceed. 


* Judge Ross, in the United States 
District Court yesterday, made an 
order wh case of A. D. 
filing an opinion set- 
ting h the reusons for overrul- 

ing @ demurrer to the indictment 
found against the man for using the 
matis for an unlawful purpose. The 
story of Andréws’s scheme wags fully 
detailed at the time of the arrest, and 
the decision of Judge at*rest 
doubt as to the method under which 
the prosecution may proceed in such 
cases in future. 

The demurrer in the case raised the 
point+-whether a private sealed letter, 
upon the envelope of which there was 
nothing but the name and address of 
the person to whom it was sent, was 
within the prohibition of section 3893 
of the Revised Statutes, as amended 
by the act of September 26, 1888, by 
which amendment the word “letter” 
was included in the lst of articles 
made non-mailable by reason of their 
obscene, lewd, lascivious or otherwise 
improper character. In support of the 
demurrer, counsel for the defense relied 
upon a very recent decision of the Dis- 
trict Court of Northern California, in 
which it was held by Judge. Morrow 
that such a letter does not come within 
the inhibition of the statute as amended 
in 1888. 

In his opinion, Judge Ross says: 

“I regret to be obliged to differ from 
Brother Morrow in that respect. From 


his opinion, with which I have been 


favored, it a that his conclusion 
is u the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of the United 
States vs. Chase, 135 YU. S., 255, and 
particularly upon certain rules of con- 
struction there referred to by the court. 
n case was founded upon section 
3893 of the Revised Statutes, Spiunended 
by the act of July 12, 1876. The matter 
thereby excluded from the mails was 
described in this statute: ‘very ob- 
scene, lewd, or lascivious book, 
~.pamphlet, picture paper, writing, print 
or other publication of an indecent 
character, and every article or thing in- 
tended or designed for the procuring of 
_ an abortion, and every article or thing 
intended or adopted for any indecent 
or immoral use, and every written or 
_ printed card, circular, book, pamphiet, 
advertisement, or notice of any kind 
giving information, directly or indi- 
rectly, whether how or whom or by 
what means any of the hereinbefore.

' “Congress was not content with the 
law of 1876, by which, it has io 
seen @ particular class of letters only 
was excluded, and by a proviso of the 
act of September 26, it was also 
declared that nothing in the act should 
authorize any person to open any letter 
or sealed matter of the 
addressed to himself. This provision 
of the statute, securing the sanctity of 
private correspondence was in a line 
with what had been held by t 
preme Court in a certain case Where 
it was said that whilst the law exclud- 
ing from the mails obscene, lewd or 
lascivious letters. could not be inforced 
in a way which would require or per- 
mit an examination into letters or 
sealed packages subject to letter post-

lysterious Disappearance of Fred 
Simmons of Santa Ana. 


No Cause for His Strange Action Known— 
Stormy Meeting of the Santa Ana 
Library Trustees—Orange 
Items. 


The mysterious disappearance of Fred 
Simmons, stenographer in the Newport 
Lumber Company’s office, was the topic 
of conversation gn the streets of Santa 
Ana Wednesday, The matter of his ab- 
sence has been kept quiet for several 
days in the hope that he would return 
or some information, from a private 
source. would be received as to his 
whereabouts. But now four days have 
elapsed since he dropped out of sight, 
and the hope that he would yet re- 
turn in time to save his child wife 
and friends the disgrace he is forcing 
upon them, has been abandoned, as it 
has become apparent that the case is 
one of cowardly desertion. 

Simmons was at his desk as usual 
in the lumber company’s office last 
Saturday morning, and, during the fore- 
noon was very attentive to business, 
seemingly in good spirits, and as jovial 
as ever. Just before noon he stepped 
out of the office, at the time stating to 
the bookkeeper that he was going out 
for lunch, and that he would be back 
in half an hour. Instead, however, of 
going to lunch, he made straight for 
the Santa Fe depot, purchased a round- 

ticket to Los Angeles, and 
boarded the north-bound 12:02 Santa Fe 
train. since which time he has been 
lost to his wife and friends here as 
completely as if the earth had opened 
up and swallowed him. The lumber 
company, when it was ascertained that 
he had left the city, made an examina- 
tion of his books, but so far, it is 
claimed. the accounts. are straight as 
can be. which fact makes his disap- 
pearance all the more mysterious. Sim- 
mons was married only about eighteen 
months ago to one of Santa Ana’s pop- 
ular young ladies, since which time the 
young couple haye, to all appearances, 
lived happily together. The deserted 
wife says she has no idea why her 
husband has left her. as they always 
got along well together. ‘The opinion 
has been expressed. by those who know 
the young man well, that there is a 
probability that he has only gone to 
Los Angeles ‘‘on a spree,”’ and that he 
will be home .in a few days. The fact, 
however, that his friends have been un- 
able to locate him there strengthens 
the belief that he has de- 
serted his wife and home, and has 
no thought of returning. He is a 
young Englishman, about 23 or 24 vears 
old, has red hair, small red mustache 
and side whiskers, clear complexion, 
small, soft hands, is about 5 feet 6 
inches in height, and weighs about. 130 
pounds; stammers slightly in talking 
when bothered or talking rapidly, 
smokes, chews, and at times drinks 
to excess. He is: an expert stenog- 
rapher, and a natural genius in his 
way. 

A STORMY SESSION, 

~The meeting of the library trustees 
Tuesday evening was a stormy one, 
very much resembling a tempest in a 
teapot. The question, over which the 
discussion raged, was the abrogation 
of a rule formerly adopted by the 
board, excluding magazines and -news- 
papers, attacking any religion by means 
of cartoons, burlesque or ridicule, from 
the tables of the free reading-rooms, 
The rule to exclude publications was 
passed several weeks ago, and was. 
done mainly for the purpose of keeping 
the Boston Investigator and Truth- 
seeker, two prominent anti-religious 
publications, out of the sight of the 
younger readers of the library. D. M. 
Baker, president of the board of trus- 
tees, and the champion of the Investi- 
gator and Truth-seeker, took the floor 
and proceeded to inform the board that 
the library should be what its name 
implied—‘‘a free, public library,” and 
when a rule was enforced excluding 
any publication admitted through the 
mails of the United States, or permitted 
to be circulated, by. thé laws of the 
country, then a precedent was being 
established that would, in time, narrow 
the institution down to the hypocritical 
stages of ancient religious history. 

At times, the discussion between 
Messrs. Baker, who is aninfidel of pro- 
nounced proclivities, -and».Rev. Mr. 
Booth, who is a Presbyterian preacher, 
was very exciting, and personalities 
were too freely indulged in by both 
gentlemen. Mr. Baker dwelt particu- 
larly upon the broadness of his views. 
He stated that he represented a class 
of thinking people, who, with himself, 
wanted to see the literature of the 
world on the tables. He did not be- 
lieve that Richard Fox would donate a 
copy of the Police Gazette to the 
library, but if he would the publication 
should be received the same as any 
other legal publication, because it sup- 
plied the demand of a certain class of 
readers, Who were residents and tax- 
payers in the city. 

For an hour or amore the board en- 
dured this harangue between its mem- 
bers, until finally one of the members 
made an amendment to Mr. Baker’s 
motion to abrogate the old rule by add- 
ing these words: ‘‘And that any maga- 
zine or newspaper to which a written 
objection (which must be signed by the 
writer) by any patron or trustee of the 
library, be filed with the librarian, and 
be reserved from the tables and files 
until the next meeting of the board. 
when it shall be presented to it and 
finally admitted or rejected.”” The 
above amendment was adopted, and 
then the force of the old rule was 
broken, 

The following other business was 
transacted: The librarian reported $3.50 
fees and $1 dues collected during the 
month of November. 

The following bills were § allowed: 
Wilton & Jackson, coal, $2.25: Mrs. Ker- 
nodle, sweeping stairs, 90 cents: Santa 
Ana Gas and Electric Comnany, gas, 
$4.50; George T. Peabody, splitting kin- 
dling, 50 cents. | 

The president and secretary were em- 
powered to renew the annual list of 
literary periodicals upon the same terms 
as last year, and to draw a warrant 
for the same not to exceed $50. 

The board then adjourned to meet 
again the first Tuesday evening in Jan- 
uary, 1894. 

FROM THE BOTTOM OF THE SBA, 

John Baron, the fisherman who was 
drowned near Long Beach November 
23, was found in Alamitos Bay, about 
twelve miles from this city, Tuesday 
morning, by John MecGarvin, a brother 
fisherman. ._The accumulating gases in 
the body Had brought the remains to 
the surface, and, when found, were 
floating with the tide, presenting a 
ghastly sight. The verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury was “accidental drowning,” 
after which the remains were brought 
to this city and interred in Santa Ana 
Cemetery. 

It will be remembered that Baron was 
drowned a few weeks ago by the boat 
in which he was rowing with two com- 
panions, filling with water as the result 
of a choppy sea. His two companions 
being good swimmers, reached shore, 
but Baron, not knowing how to swim, 
went dewn.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


A Strong Ordinance Against 
-Drunkenness Adopted. 


Fifty Dollars Fine or Fifty Days Imprison- 
ment the Penaity—What Redlands 
nge-growers are 
Doing. 


For some time, and especially since 
the founding of the Keeley cure, 
drunkenness has’ recognized 


as a disease, and to be sick is now said 
to be a crime. At least this is a con- 
struction some put upon the matter in 
the light of an ordinance introduced by 
the city trustees at the meeting on 
Tuesday night.’ By the terms of this 
ordinance to be drunk upon the streets 
of San Bernardino is to be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and become subject to a 
fine of not more than $50 or imprison- 
ment in the City Jail not to exceed 
fifty days. 
MUST PAY FOR LIGHT. 

In 1892 the city refused to pay the 
San Bernardino Electric Light and 
Power Company for the lights fur- 
nished in July, August and September 
of that year. The contract with the 
company was for forty-two lights for a 
year, the above named being the clos- 
ing months of the year. The only ex- 
cuse offered by the city was that the 
contract was not legally let, and as the 
service had not been all the city ex- 
pected of the company, it would not 
pay for them. In the lower court the 
company was non-suited, but the Su- 
preme Court set the decision aside and 
ordered judgment for plaintiff, The 
sum is $1638 and costs..

As- 
sociation, and with results so satisfac-

tory, that nearly all those who have 
been connected with the organization 
heretofore have gone to the associa- 


tion for another year with greater con- 
fidence of securing good returns for the 
fruit than ever. Last year bett@r prices 
were obtained fer thecrep’ than were 
secured by any other region in the San 
Bernardino Valley. That: such was the 
case was due, at least in part, to the 
association. By méans of. it, too, all 
the growers within it stood an equal 
chance of disposing of their crop, and 
consequently no one in the organization 
lost anything. But there are a few who 
were in the association who are dissat- 
isfied. and a number who have not 
been in it, chiefly small growers, who 
have been agitating the question of 
arranging some way to have their crop 
of oranges handled in such a manner 
as to secure more prompt, and, they 
think, perhaps better returns. The as- 
sociation claims to have pledged 90 per 
cent. of the crop for this season, teav- 
ing all the diversity of views but 16 
per cent., to dispose of. A meeting was 
called, in which some within the asso- 
ciation took part, especially in the di- 
rection of ascertaining why this lv per 
cent. was holding aloof from, and pos- 
sibly endangering the success of the 
association. and when learned, an- 
swered the objections. Most of the ob- 
iections seemed to be of a _ personal 
nature, and were largely objections, as 
to the manager handling their returns 
from the sale of the crop. Some ob- 
jected to the incorporation’s personnel; 
others thought they had not been 
treated fairly bv the association, or the 
payments had been too long deferred, or 
the treasurer had too long use of the 
income of the growers without paying 
interest therefor, or the small grower 
had not enough voice in the manage- 
ment, etc. All these objections were 
met 
present, but the objectors did not seem 
to be satisfied. Representatives of seyv- 
eral fruit companies were present, and 
one of them stated that the advant- 
ages his company offered over the as- 
sociation were highest market prices, 
and guaranteed f.o.b. sales, secured 
through superior market facilities. The 
returns from this company for the 
past year were not such as to inspire 
very great confidence in its promises, 
even though its representative stated 
that the growers would be asbolutely 
without riskin disposing of their crops 
to it. The growers outside the associa-" 
tion have not yet decided 
course they will pursue, but have ap- 
nointed a committee to wait upon the 
different packers, and get from them 
the best propositions that they will 
A meeting will be held today 
to hear the report of the committee, 
and perhaps to decide upon a course of 
action.
